B y unanimous vote the Senate passes the legislation 


to authorize the government to sell enemy property in 


the United States. The House is expected to concur. 


Enem y property, as the term is used in this legisla­ 


tion, is property owned in Germany or Austria-Hungary. 


Official assurance is given that property owned by enemy 


‘aliens resident in this country will not be interferred with. 


The enactment of this measure is a well-considered 


move of defense against Prussianism. Much of the prop­ 


erty to he sold is owned by the Kaiser himself, either 


in his own name or otherwise. Most of the rest of it is held 


by parties close to the German throne. Every piece of such 


property is in effect an outpost of Prussian intrigue. 


America owes it to herself and to her affies to destroy 


these nests of conspiracy. Both for purposes of war and 


purposes after wre have won the war the country needs to 


take possession of properties which, experience shows, 


have been used as part of the machinery for kulturizing the 


western world.— Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Local Board, the men actively engag­ 
ed in farming and enrolled in Class 
One, will be the last ones of each 
quota to be inducted into military 
service. 
"This Is bot meant for the benefit 
of tho individual, but for the good of 
the country in the prosecution of the 
war," is, in effect, the explanation 
made by the War Department in an­ 
nouncing the men who are to be sent 
to camp. 
The ruling has been sent to 
all 
Local Boards in the United States, 
where farmers are included in the 
respective districts. 
As a result of the ruling any of the 
men of Class One in Fayette county 
who are and have been actively en­ 
gaged in agriculture, whether as farm 
laborers, or tenants, or operators of 
their own farms will be left until the 
others of the Class who are enrolled 
in the respective quotas, are sent to 
camp for m ilitary training. 
Tliis does not mean that alt farm­ 
ers will be left until the last ones in 
the entire class, but means that if 
IOO men are included In P ayette’s next 
draft, or quota, that the men who are 
not actively engaged in farming will 
lie the first taken from the IOO, and 
tile farmers will be the last ones sent 
to camp for training. 
Each draft will 
be sent in the sam e manner, the farm­ 
ers being the last of the quota each 
time.

— If there’s a question 
in 
anyone’s 


mind as to the value of the work that 
the Library War Service of the Amer­ 
ican Library A ssociation is doing, lf 
will be disposed of by an order just 
issued by General John J. Pershing, 
comm anding the American forces in 
France, selling aside fifty tons of car­ 
go space monthly for the use of the 
A ssociation. 
This means that at lea-t one hun­ 
dred thousand books will go to men 
I in France every month, anil this aum- 
I ber will be very largely augmented 
by the innumerable sm all shipments 
which are being made, ami will con­ 
tinuo to be made on army transports. 


N otice of General Pershing’s order 
is contained in a cablegram from Dr 
M. L. Raney, Librarian of John Hop­ 
kins University, who Is now in France, 
as a representative oi the A. I,. A. 
I Library War Service. 
Dr. Raney i* 
also organizing, as rapidly as possible, 
the details of the work of distribution 
Every available existing agency is to 
be made use of, to get ’he books di­ 
rectly Into the hands of the men, and 
such new agencies as may be found 
necessary, will be established, 
On this side dispatch offices have 
already been opened at two embark­ 
ation ports. 
One has been in opera­ 
tion for about two mon*lls, under the 
direction of Mr. Asa lion Dickenson, 
and a large number of books have al­ 
ready been shipped. 
Tile other Is be­ 
ing organized under tIi<- direction of 
Mr. W. ll. Brett, of the Cleveland Pub­ 
lic Library, and will soon be In op­ 
eration. 
The books which arc 
being 
sent 
across are packed in 
penally built 
cases, holding about fie books each, 
and arranged that when they arrive 
on the other side they ca ii bo bolted 
three together, forming a compact six- 
shelf book ease, holding 
about 
150 
books. 
The intention is to place at 
Iea.-t one of these book cases in ev- 
( ry ” Y" hut Red Cross Station Knights 
of Columbus Building and 
Sulvalun 
Army Cabin on the other side. 
W ith the transportation problem set­ 
tled, tho A L. A. is in position to keep 
a 
steady stream of reading matter 
moving to France. 
The great need 
now is for books, and beginning March 
18tIi, a nation wide drive is to be con­ 
ducted for the p u rp o se of securing at 
h ast 2,000.000 books ny gift from the 
Ameldean people. 
Every library in 
the country is enlisted in this drive, 
and its success is assured once the 


public understands the need for these 
books, and how much they will mean 
to our fighting men. 
The A. L. A. will 
supplement these donations by the pur 
chase of large numbers of technical 
and military books, which cannot be 
secured by gift, so that the library 
placed at the disjiosal of our soldiers 
in France will be serviceable and w ell­ 
rounded ones.
